Three Afghan Air Force pilot trainees became not
only the first fixed-wing students to earn their
wings in Afghanistan after 30 years -- on Oct. 15,
they became the first pilots to complete the entire
fixed-wing program entirely in Afghanistan since
the beginning of the NATO air training mission for
Afghanistan in 2007.

The trio began IFS in December 2011, and worked through their course of study, including more than 250 hours
in the simulator and the C-182 and C-208 aircraft. VVarious Coalition military and civilian instructors partnered
to transition this first class through the phases of training.

However | am confident that you will step
up and look for the opportunities in the challenges you face. Realize you are not alone.
